Brief  Sketch  of  the  Republican  Party 

of  Montana. 


Montana  became  a  State  in  the  Union 
on  the  8th  day  of  November,  1889,  by 
Pi'oclamation   of   President   Harrison. 

Congress  had  passed  an  Enabling  Act 
on  February  22nd,  1880,  providing  for  the 
admission  of  Montana,  North  Dakota, 
South  Dakota,  and  Washington,  after 
the  regular  formation  of  their  State  gov- 
ernments. 

The  first  State  Convention  of  the  Re- 
publican party  of  Montana  was  held  in 
the  city  of  Anaconda  on  August  22nd 
and  23rd,  1889.  It  was  a  notable  gath- 
ering of  the  representative  Republicans 
of  Montana.  Tlie  convention  was  called 
to  order  by  Hon.  L.  H.  Hershfield,  Chair- 
man of  the  state  committee.  The  Tem- 
porary Chairman  was  Hon.  James  Fer- 
gus, of  Fergus  county,  and  the  Perma- 
nent Chairman  was  Hon.  A.  J.  Seligman, 
of  Lewis  and  Clarke  county.

Hon.  A.  J.  Seligman  was  selected  as 
the  chairman  of  the  State  Central  Com- 
mittee. 

The  campaign  which  followed  was  an 
enthusiastic  one.  The  election  was  held 
on  the  1st  day  of  October,  and  the  entire 
Republican  ticket  was  elected  with  the 
exception  of  Hon.  T.  C.  Power,  the  can- 
didate for  Governor,  who  was  defeated 
by  a  narrow  margin  by  the  Democratic 
candidate,  Hon.  J.  K.  Toole. 

The  Legislature  elected  was  closely 
contested,  both  the  Republicans  and 
Democrats  claiming  a  majority.  The  re- 
sult was  a  deadlock  during  the  session, 
and  a  divided  assembly,  both  parties 
claiming  to  have  the  legal  legislature 
of  the  State. 

The  Republicans  elected  as  United 
States  Senators,  Hon.  W.  F.  Sanders 
and  Hon.  T.  C.  Power,  and  the  Demo- 
crats elected  Hon.  W.  A.  Clark  and  Hon. 
Martin   Maginnis. 

The  two  former  were  seated  by  the 
Senate  at  Washington  as  the  legally 
elected  United  States  Senators  from 
Montana. 

The  state  convention  of  1890  was  held 
in  Butte  City,  the  only  candidate  nomi- 
nated being  Hon.  Thomas  H.  Carter,  to 
succeed  himself  as  a  member  of  congress. 

Hon.  B.  F.  White  was  made  Chairman 
of  the  State  Central  Comiuittee. 

Mr.  Carter  was  defeated  by  a  small 
majority  by  Hon.  W.  IW.  Dixon,  of  Butte, 
the   Democratic  candidate. 

On  May  10th,  1892,  a  Republican  State 
Convention  met  at  Missoula,  for  the  pur- 


pose  of  electing  delegates  to  the  Na- 
tional Convention  at  Minneapolis,  and  a 
member  of  the  National  Committee,  to 
succeed  Hon.  Chas.  S.  Warren. 
The  following  were  elected: 
Hon.  A.  J.  Seligman,  of  Lewis  and 
Clarke  County.

Hon.  A.  C.  Botkin,  of  Lewis  and  Clarke 
County  Avas  chosen  as  member  of  the 
National  Committee. 

The  second  regular  State  Convention, 
called  for  tlie  purpose  of  naming  a  State 
ticket,  met  at  Great  Falls,  on  Septem- 
ber 6th,  1892.  It  was  called  to  order 
by  Hon.  B.  F.  White,  of  Beaverhead 
county,  Chairman  of  the  State  Commit- 
tee. 

The  Temporary  Chairman  was  Hon.  E. 
D.  Weed,  of  Lewis  and  Clarke  county, 
and  the  Permanent  Chairman  was  Hon. 
Lee  Mantle,  of  Silver  Bow  county. 
The  following  nominations  were  made: 
For  Congressman — Hon.  Chas.  S.  Hart- 
man,  of  Gallatin  county.

Hon.  Lee  Mantle  was  made  Cliairman 
of  the   State   Committee. 

This  entire  ticket  was  elected,  with 
the  single  exception  of  Hon.  H.  N.  Blake, 
the  candidate  for  Chief  Justice,  who  was 
defeated  by  Hon.  W.  Y.  Pemberton.  of 
Butte,  because  of  a  fusion  between  the 
Democrats    and    Populists. 

The  legislature,  although  having  a 
small  Democratic  majority  on  joint  bal- 
lot,   failed    to    elect    a    member    of    the 


United  States  Senate  to  succeed  Hon. 
W.  F.  Sanders,  whose  term  was  about 
to   expire. 

Upon  the  adjournment  of  the  legisla- 
ture. Governor  Rickards  appointed  Hon. 
Lee  Mantle  as  Senator  to  serve  until 
the  next  session  of  the  legislative  as- 
sembly. The  Senate  subsequently  de- 
cided that  the  appointement  of  Senator 
Mantle  was  not  legal,  and  declined  to 
permit  him  to   take  his  seat. 

The  State  Convention  of  1894  met  at 
the  Auditorium,  in  Helena,  on  Septem- 
ber 6th. 

Hon.  Chas.  S.  Hartman  was  renom- 
inated for  congress,  and  Hon.  Wm.  H. 
Hunt  was  nominated  as  the  candidate 
for  Associate  Justice  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  to  succeed  Hon.  E.  N.  Harwood. 
Both  Mr.  Hartman  and  Judge  Hunt 
were   elected  by   large   majorities. 

Tlie  Legislative  Assembly  elected  in 
this  campaign  was  Republican  by  a 
large  majority,  and  at  the  opening  of 
the  session  in  January,  1895,  Hon.  Lee 
Mantle  and  Hon.  Thomas  H.  Carter 
were  elected  to  represent  Montana  in 
the  United  States  Senate. 

The  first  State  Convention  of  1896 
was  held  in  Butte  in  May,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  selecting  delegates  to  the  Na- 
tional Convention  at  St.  Louis,  in  June 
following,  and  for  the  election  of  a  Na- 
tional Committeeman  for  Montana.  The 
delegates  chosen  were:

R.  Leonard,  of  Silver  Bow 
county,  was  chosen   for  member  of  the 
National  Committee. 

The  regular  State  Convention  for  1896, 
for  the  purpose  of  nominating  a  State 
ticket,  was  held  at  the  Auditorium  in 
Helena  on  September  10th  and  11th. 
The  following  ticket  was  nominated: 

C.  Botkin, 
of  Lewis  and  Clarke  county.

For  candidate  for  Member  of  Con- 
gress, Hon.  0.  F,  Goddard  was  nominated 
by  the  regular  Republicans,  and  Hon. 
Chas.  S.  Hartman  by  the  so-called  Sil- 
ver Republicans. 

In  the  campaign  which  followed  the 
Republican  ticket  was  defeated,  al- 
tiiough  Mr.  Hartman  was  re-elected  to 
congress,  having  received  the  endorse- 
ment of  the  Democrats  and  Populists. 

The  Convention  of  1898  met  at  Hel- 
ena September  24th,  and  nominated  the 
following    ticket:

In  the  election  the  Republican  ticket 
was  defeated,  with  the  exception  of 
Judge  Brantly,  who  was  elected,  having 
been  endorsed  by  the  Silver  Republicans 
and  Populists. 

The  first  convention  of  the  year  1900 
assembled  at  Butte  City,  on  the  17th 
day  of  May.  It  was  called  for  the  pur- 
pose of  selecting  delegates  to  the  Na- 
tional Convention  at  Philadelphia,  and 
for  the  naming  of  a  Member  of  the  Na- 
tional Committee  to  succeed  Hon.  Chas. 
R.  Leonard. 

The  following  delegates  were  selected:

nominating  a  State  ticket  and  a  candi- 
date for  Member  of  Congress.

Hon.  C.  M.  Webster,  of  Cascade  coun- 
ty, was  made  Chairman  of  the  State 
Central   Committee. 

By  reason  of  a  fusion  between  tlie 
Democratic,  Populistic,  Laboristie  and 
Soialistic  parties  of  the  State,  and  the 
expenditure  of  a  vast  corruption  fund  in 
support  of  the  fusion  ticket,  the  Re- 
publican candidates  were   defeated. 

The  State  Convention  of  1902  met 
at   Great   Falls   on   September   27th. 

Hon.  Jos.  M.  Dixon  was  elected  Tem- 
porary Chairman,  and  Hon.  Thos.  H. 
Carter  was  chosen  as  the  Permanent 
Chairman  of  the   Convention. 

Both  gentlemen  delivered  eloquent  ad- 
dresses. 

Hon.  Jos.  M.  Dixon,  of  Missoula  coun- 
ty, was  placed  in  nomination  as  a  can- 
didate for  congress  by  Hon.  W.  F.  IMey- 
er,  of  Carbon  county,  and  the  nomina- 
tion received  many  seconds.  Upon  mo- 
tion the  rules  were  suspended,  and  Mr. 
Dixon  was  declared  me  nominee  of  the 
convention    by    acclamation. 

He  briefly  addressed  the  convention, 
and   accejjted   the   nomination. 

Hon.  W.  L.  Holloway,  of  Gallatin 
county,  was  then  made  the  unanimous 
nominee  of  the  convention  for  Associate 
Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

Hon.  William  Lindsay,  of  Dawson 
county,  was  made  Chairman  of  the  State 
Central  Committee,  and  Hon.  J.  B.  Col- 
lins. Secretary. 

A  vigorous  and  enthusiastic  campaign 
was  conducted,  and  as  a  result  both  Con- 
gressman Dixon  and  Judge  Holloway 
were  elected  by  very  large  majorities, 
and  ha\e  since  rendered  distinguished 
service  to  the  people  of  the  state. 


Republican  State  Convention 
held  in  the  Auditorium,  at  Helena,  Montana, 

April  12,  1904. 


The  Convention  was  called  to  order  at 
12  o'clock  noon  by  Hon.  William  Lindsay, 
Chairman  of  the  State  Central  Commit- 
tee. 

He  introduced  the  Rev.  Dr.  W.  N. 
Sloan,  of  Helena,  who  offered  an  invoca- 
tion,  tlie   delegates   rising  to   their  feet. 

Secretary  J.  B.  Collins,  of  the  State 
Central  Committee,  then  read  the  official 
call,  as  follows: 

CALL  FOR  REPUBLICAN  STATE  CON- 
VENTION   APRIL    12,    1904, 

In  accordance  with  established  customs, 
The  Republican  State  Central  Commit- 
tee, directs  that  a  State  Convention  of 
delegated  representatives  of  the  Repub- 
lican party  be  held  at  the  city  of  Helena, 
in  the  State  of  Montana,  at  12  o'clock 
noon  Tuesday,  April  12,  1904,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  electing  six  delegates  and  six 
alternate  delegates  to  attend  the  Repub- 
lican National  Convention  to  be  held 
at  Chicago,  111.,  on  Tuesday,  June  21, 
1904,  and  for  the  transaction  of  such 
other  business  as  may  come  before  the 
convention.  The  Republican  electors  of 
the  several  counties  and  all  other  elec- 
tors, without  regard  to  past  political 
affiliations,  wlio  believe  in  the  principles 
of  the  Republican  party  and  endorse  its 
policies,  are  cordially  invited  to  unite 
under  this  call  in  the  holding  of  party 
primaries  and  conventions  for  the  pur- 
pose of  electing  delegates  and  alternates 
to  said  convention.  Said  State  Conven- 
tion shall  consist  of  the  following  num- 
ber of  delegates  for  the  several  counties.

The  following  rules  liave  been  adopted 
by  the  party  for  the  government  of  the 
convention : 

First — Delegates  and  alternate  dele- 
gates shall  be  elected  to  the  convention 
and  in  the  event  of  a  failure  of  any  dele- 
gate to  attend,  the  alternate  delegate 
shall  cast  the  vote  of  the  delegate  whom 
he  represents. 

Second — In  the  absence  of  any  delegate 
and  his  alternate,  a  majority  of  the  dele- 
gation from  that  county  shall  cast  the 
vote  of  the  absentee. 

Third — In  the  absence  of  all  the  dele- 
gates and  alternate  delegates  from  any 
county,  no  vote  shall  be  cast  from  said 
county. 

Fourth — In  the  county  in  which  the 
State  Convention  is  held,  no  vote  shall 
be  cast  for  an  absent  delegate  and  al- 
ternate delegate. 

Fifth — Delegates  and  alternate  dele- 
gates must  be  Republicans  and  residents 
of  the  county  which  they  represent. 

Sixth — All  notices  of  contests  shall  be 
submitted  in  writing,  accompanied  by  a 
statement  setting  forth  the  grounds  of 
contest,  which  shall  be  filed  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  State  Central  Commit- 
tee at  least  one  day  prior  to  the  meeting 
of  the  convention.  Contests  will  be 
acted  on  by  the  State  Central  Committee 
and  reported  to  the  Convention  for  ap- 
proval.

The  Chairman,  Mr.  Lin  dsay,  then  delivered  the 
following  address  : 


Gentlemen  of  the  Republican  State  Con- 
vention : 

"It  is  certainly  giatifying  to  see  so 
many  who  have  left  their  associates  and 
business  to  come  here  at  this  time  of 
year,  when  perhaps  other  personal  rea- 
sons might  well  keep  them  away,  to  voice 
the  sentiments  of  republicanism  at  this 
convention. 

"While  the  work  of  this  convention 
is  practically  that  of  naming  delegates 
to  the  republican  national  convention, 
to  be  held  at  Chicago,  it  is  in  some 
respects  the  most  important  of  the  two 
republican  conventions  that  will  be  held 
in  the  state  during  the  year,  in  that  it 
gives  the  party  the  opportunity  to  so 
clearly  and  positively  define  its  posi- 
tion, that  there  will  not  be  the  shadow 
of  a  doubt  left  in  the  minds  of  the  peo- 
ple, as  to  where  the  Republican  party 
stands,  or  as  to  what  it  stands  for. 

One  of  the  inalienable  rights  of  the 
American  citizen  is  the  right  to  cast 
his  ballot  in  favor  of  candidates  to  fill 
the  administrative,  legislative  and  ju- 
dicial offices,  who  represent  his  political 
principles  and  who  can  be  relied  upon 
to  carry  out  the  policies  of  the  political 
party  to  which  he  belongs. 

"One  of  the  brightest  jewels  that 
sparkles  in  the  diadem  which  crowns 
tlie  supremacy  of  American  citizenship 
is  the  loyal  submission  that  is  given 
to  the  will  of  the  majority,  and  the 
case  and  smoothness  with  which  the 
power  and  authority  to  govern  is  per- 
mitted to  pass  from  one  political  party 
to  another.  No  matter  how  fierce  the 
conflict  may  have  been,  or  how  bitter 
the  feeling  engendered  by  the  wide  diff- 
erence in  the  polices  advocated,  when  the 
ballot  has  been  cast  and  the  will  of  the 
nin jority  is  registered  all  signs  of  the 
battle  disappear  and  Wi  .  one  accord  we 
accept,  for  the  time  being  at  least,  the 
policy  of  the  victors  as  the  law  of  the 
land. 

Duty  of  Patriotic  Citizens. 

"Our  government  is  a  government  of 
parties,  and  it  is  the  aim  of  every  patri- 
otic citizen,  T  care  not  whether  he  be  a 
Democrat,  a  Republican  or  a  member 
of  some  other  political  organization — if 
he  be  a  patriot,  his  aim  is  to  preserve  the 
purity  and  maintain  the  integrity  of  the 
political  party  to  which  he  belongs.     He 


who  would  make  any  of  our  great  politi- 
cal parties  the  subservient  tool  of  any 
individual  or  corporation,  or  use  them  for 
any  selfish  or  special  interest,  is  an 
enemy  to  his  country.  And  he  who 
would  destroy  the  integrity  of  our  politi- 
cal parties,  would  shatter  into  fragments 
the  very  foundation  of  our  government. 

"The  legitimate  aim  of  all  political 
parties  is  to  secure  such  an  adminis- 
tration of  the  affairs  of  the  state  and 
nation  as  will  bring  the  greatest  benefit 
to  the  gi-eatest  number  of  people  and 
at  the  same  time  preserve  inviolable  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  the  minority. 
When  political  parties  have  kept  within 
tliese  limits  and  have  preserved  honesty 
and  uprightness  in  their  acts,  demon- 
strated by  their  records  the  integrity  of 
their  purpose,  they  go  before  the  elec- 
tors of  the  country  differing  onlj^  in  their 
policies.  But  when  a  political  party  has 
become  corrupt,  when  it  has  allowed  its 
leaders  to  use  it  to  further  the  ambi- 
tious designs  of  an  individual,  or  a  com- 
bination of  individuals,  it  becomes  tlie 
legitimate  subject  of  censure  and  criti- 
cism in  its  oi-ganization  as  well  as  in  its 
policies. 

We  are  approaching  tlie  time  wlien 
the  political  party  to  which  has  been 
entrusted  the  administration  of  the  af- 
fairs of  the  nation  since  the  last  elec- 
tion, will  be  required  to  give  an  account- 
ing to  the  people,  and  return  to  them  for 
their  future  disposal,  the  power  and  au- 
thority to  govern. 

Judge  by  the  Records. 

"Political  parties  can  only  be  judged 
by  their  records  and  by  the  guarantee 
tlieir  records  give  of  their  ability  to 
carry  out  and  keep  their  pledges  and 
promises  in  the  future.  Taking  this 
basis  as  a  standard  of  comparison,  even 
tliough  an  elector  may  not  be  well  versed 
in  political  economy  it  is  not  difficult 
for  him  to  determine  wherein  his  own 
welfare  and  the  welfare  of  the  nation 
lies. 

"On  tlie  one  liand  we  have  the  record 
of  the  Republican  party,  beginning  with 
tlie  election  of  that  great  commoner, 
Abraham  Lincoln,  and  extending  down 
through  an  imbiokon  era  of  national 
development  and  prosperity,  until  the 
first  election  of  Grover  Cleveland,  who 
being  held  in  check  by  a  Republican  con- 


gress  was  prevented  from  putting  into 
practice  the  policies  of  the  Democratic 
party.  But  tlie  very  fear  of  what  might 
result  from  an  unrestricted  Democratic 
administration,  swept  that  party  from 
•  power  and  restored  a  Republican  admin- 
istration, which  gave  to  the  country  an- 
other four  years  of  progress  and  pros- 
perity. I 

"And  then  happened  one  of  the  most 
inexplicable  events  recorded  in  the  his- 
tory of  ]iolitical  parties.  The  party  that 
has  made  the  history  of  the  nation  for 
inore  than  thirty  years,  the  party  that 
has  guided  the  nation  through  the  throes 
of  a  bloody  civil  war  and  the  more  trying 
period  of  reconstruction,  the  party  that 
had  preserved  the  unity  of  the  nation 
and  settled  for  all  time  the  permanency 
of  our  form  of  government  was  defeated 
at  the  following  election  and  Grover 
Cleveland  and  aDemocratic  congress  were 
elected.  For  the  first  time  in  more  than 
thirty  years  Democracy  had  full  sway, 
and  what  were  the  results?  I  need  not 
answer  that  question.  The  answer  has 
been  stamped  into  your  memories  by  the 
iron  heel  of  adversity,  and  while  the 
imprint  is  there,  there  is  no  fear  of  the 
people  of  this  nation  committing  the 
same  mistake  again. 

Roosevelt   Sure   of  Montana. 

"There  is  a  deep-seated  conviction 
among  the  Republicans  of  this  state 
that  that  fearless  champion  of  the  com- 
mon people,  that  man  that  has  the 
courage  to  do  what  he  believes  to  be 
right,  Theodore  Roosevelt,  will  not  only 
be  nominated  at  Chicago,  but  that  he 
will  carry  the  State  of  Montana  by  an 
overwhelming  majority.  The  Roosevelt 
Democrats  concede  it  and  the  rest  of  the 
Democratic  party  is  hoping  and  praying 
in  their  secret  hearts  that  it  may  be  so. 

"There  is  not  a  Republican  within  the 
confines  of  this  commonwealth  but  will 
endorse  that  statement.  Tliere  is  not 
a  level-headed,  honest  Democrat  within 
the  boundaries  of  Montana  who  will 
deny  the  statement  that  Republican  pol- 
icies inaugurated  and  carried  out  by  Re- 
publican administrations,  have  brought 
to  this  nation  during  the  last  seven  years 
a  period  of  the  greatest  development  and 
prosperity  in  its  history. 

"These  are  policies  that  have  made 
the  nation  a  bee  hive  of  industrial  and 
commercial  activity  from  the  Atlantic 
to  the  Pacific,  policies  tliat  have  done 
more  to  establish  the  industrial  and  com- 
mercial supremacy  of  the  nation  and 
make   her    one  of   the  world's  greatest 


powers;  policies  that  have  done  more 
to  ameliorate  the  condition  of  the  hu- 
man race,  to  crush  out  despotic  rule  in 
the  western  hemisphere  and  secure  to 
weaker  countries  the  sacred  right  of 
self-government,  than  could  have  been  se- 
cured in  a  thousand  years  through  any 
Democratic  policies  which  have  been  ad- 
vocated since  the  birth  of  that  party. 
While,  on  the  other  hand,  this  country 
has  never  experienced  a  more  withering 
blighting  wave  of  industrial  and  commer- 
cial disaster  tlian  that  which  swept  over 
this  nation  during  the  last  administration 
of  Grover  Cleveland.  The  arteries  of 
trade  were  stagnated  and  blocked,  the 
industrial  life  of  the  nation  was  paral- 
yzed. The  grim  specter  of  want  stalked 
through  the  halls  of  the  wealthy  as  well 
as  through  the  humble  cottage  of  the 
poor.  Credits,  reputations  and  savings 
that  men  had  spent  their  lives  in  creating 
were  swept  away  until  men  looked  into 
one  another's  eyes  and  with  bated  breath 
asked  the  question:  'is  it  possible  that 
after  all,  the  republic  is  a  failure?' 

"And  yet,  fellow  citizens,  if  we  are 
to  judge  from  present  indications,  this 
same  Grover  Cleveland,  whose  mistaken 
policy  brought  such  widespread  ruin  and 
disaster  to  the  people  of  this  country, 
or  a  man  who  will  represent  similar 
policies  is  likely  to  head  the  democratic 
national  ticket. 


Republicans  are  Unit. 

"The  Republican  party  will  go  before 
the  electors  in  this  campaign  as  a  unit, 
advocating  policies  that  have  been  tried 
and  tested  by  time.  The  national  ticket 
will  be  headed  by  a  candidate  who  is  a 
peer  of  any  man  on  earth.  A  man  who 
is  perhaps  in  closer  touch  and  sympathy 
witli  the  common  people  than  any  candi- 
date since  Abraham  Lincoln,  while  the 
Democratic  party  will  appear  as  a  ship 
without  a  pilot,  drifting  upon  an  un- 
known sea.  Unless  that  party  performs 
an  acrobatic  feat  imparalelled  in  the 
history  of  political  parties  it  will  go  into 
this  campaign  without  a  defined  policy 
and  without  a  leader  who  can  unite  it 
on  any  one  of  the  many  anti-policies 
that  have  been  advocated  by  its  different 
leaders.  The  party  is  rent  in  twain 
by  fixed  and  well  defined  lines  and  you 
might  as  well  attempt  to  unite  the 
north  and  south  poles  as  to  attempt 
to  unite  the  factions  of  the  Democratic 
party  led  respectively  by  Grover  Cleve- 
land and  W.  J.  Bryan. 


Within  the  State. 

"We  turn  tiom  the  iiatioiial  situatioa 
to  the  more  complex  conditions  'vhic'i 
confront  us  witiun  our  own  state.  .1 
1  egret  and  deplore  the  tact  that  the  cou 
ditions  here  are  such  that  it  is  abrfoluteJy 
impossible  to  couline  tne  issues  of  t'je 
campaign  to  the  policies  of  the  differeut 
political  parties,  but  such  is  Uie  case. 
i<or  the  last  six  yearo  lUonLaua  ha^  occu 
pied  an  unenviable  position  in  tlie  eyes 
ot  the  nation.  No  greater  injustice,  I'O 
greater  wrong  has  ever  been  commit^.ed 
against  any  people,  nor  have  a  people 
ever  been  more  criminally  misrepresented 
or  put  in  a  more  false  light  tnan  have 
been  the  people  of  Montana  been  placed 
by  the  political  mountebanks  who, 
through  methods  venal  and  corrupt,  se- 
cured control  of  the  Democratic  party  of 
this  state  and  then  betrayed  the  organi- 
zation to  their  own  ambitious  schemes 
and  sellish  designs.  History  does  not 
record  a  more  shameful  or  a  more  demor- 
alizing prostitution  of  the  functions  of 
a  commonwealth,  a  more  liagraiit  viola- 
tion of  the  sacred  rights  oi  a  people, 
than  that  of  whicn  the  men  who  have 
controlled  the  Democratic  party  during 
the  last  six  years  have  been  guilty  oi. 
1  am  too  close  a  student  of  political  con- 
ditions to  advance  for  one  moment  the 
theory  that  all  the  corruptionists  and 
rascals  are  domiciled  within  the  ranks 
of  the  Democratic  party,  or  that  all  the 
political  purity  and  integrity  is  bounded 
by  the  head  and  tail  of  the  Republican 
party.  ,£g 

"On  the  contrary,  1  contend  that  the 
rank  and  file  of  oui'  great  political  par- 
ties, as  is  the  great  majority  of  our 
people,  are  iiieii  of  undoubted  and  irre- 
proachable integrity,  men  who  honestly 
believe  in  the  principles  of  their  respec- 
tive parties  and  are  anxious  to  see  the 
legitimate  aims  of  their  respective  par- 
ties cairied  out.  But  when  the  leaders 
of  a  political  party  .^ecome  corrupt  the 
whole  party  becomes  tainted  so  far  as 
any  action  of  the  party  is  concerned, 
and  the  only  remedy  is  ^o  retire  that 
party  from  power  until  it  has  purged 
itself   of   its   corrupt  leaders. 

A  Lasting  Disgrace, 
"A  financial  crisis  is  bad  for  a  com- 
munity, but  you  can  measure  its  effect, 
and  determine  ite  damage.  Men  may  have 
the  hard  earned  savings  of  years  swept 
away  in  a  linancial  crisis,  but  when  they 
have  discharged  their  obligations  to  the 
full  extent  of  their  ability,  preserved 
their  reputation  and  integrity,  they  are 


in  a  position  to  begin  to  rebuild  their 
fortunes  and  regain  tlieir  positions  in 
the  business  world. 

"But  who  can  measure  the  far-reaching 
effect  of  the  moral  and  social  crisis  that 
the  people  of  Montana  have  bean  passing 
through  during  the  past  six  years?  Who 
can  determine  the  results  of  tiie  political 
methods  that  have  wrecked  so  many  rep- 
utations, that  have  had  such  a  demoral- 
izing influence  upon  the  youth  of  our 
state,  that  has  poisoned  the  very  heart 
of  our  social  system  and  held  up  the  peo- 
ple of  this  young  commonwealth  as  ob- 
jects of  scorn  and  contempt.  A  genera- 
tion must  be  swept  from  the  face  of 
the  earth  before  the  effects  of  tnis  sa- 
turnalia of  political  corruption  is  effaced. 

Must  be  Swept  Away. 
"The  time  will  come  when  the  political 
leaders  who  are  responsible  for  these  con- 
ditions and  whose  acts  have  brought  hu- 
miliation and  shame  to  a  people,  whose 
superiors  do  not  exist,  under  the  blue 
canopy  of  heaven  will  be  buried  in  polit- 
ical graves  they  have  dug  for  themselves. 
It  may  be  that  in  times  of  great  political 
excitement,  where  they  are  tossed  upon 
the  rising  and  falling  billows  of  the 
wild  sea  of  political  jjassion,  the  people 
will  condone  and  apparently  endorse  such 
political  perfidy;  but,  rest  assured,  when 
they  have  reached  the  dead  calm  of  sober, 
deliberate  thought  they  will  rise  in  their 
wrath  and  sweep  into  eternal  oblivion 
tlie  perpetrators  of  such  a  crime  against 
the  public  welfare.  The  fires  of  public 
condemnation  will  burn  into  their  very 
souls  the  word  "traitor,"  the  one  word 
in  the  English  language  that  fittingly 
describes  the  most  despicable  creature 
upon  uiod's  earth. 

Burn  with  Shame. 

"It  makes  one's  blood  boil  to  think  of 
the  indignities  and  insults  tnat  have 
been  heaped  upon  the  people  of  this 
young  commonwealth  during  the  last 
six  years. 

"For  integi'ity  of  purpose,  for  hon- 
esty of  action,  for  broad  and  patriotic 
views,  the  people  of  this  state  are  not 
surpassed  by  the  people  of  any  other 
state  in  the  Union.  It  has  tlie  oppor 
tunity,  it  has  the  disposition,  it  has  the 
power  and  it  is  the  God-assigned  mission 
of  the  Republican  party  by  its  very  pub- 
lic and  private  act  to  so  stamp  with  its 
disapproval  and  condemnation  tlie  politi- 
cal methods  that  have  cost  the  people  of 
this  state  so  much  and  take  such  a  firm 
and  unwavering  stand  for  purer  politics 


and  better  government  that  we  will  never 
again  liear  of  the  rotten  borough  of  the 
United  States  or  of  the  satiunalia  of 
political  corruption   in  jNlontana. 

"There  comes  a  time  in  the  life  of 
every  man  A\hen  the  very  force  of  events 
compels  him  to  retire  into  his  secret 
closet,  or  drives  him  into  some  lonely 
place  where,  unseen  by  human  eyes  he 
can  face  the  defects  of  his  own  charac- 
ter. Well  it  is  for  that  nian  if  in  such 
a  crisis  in  his  life  he  has  the  clear- 
sighted honesty  that  enables  him  to  de- 
tect the  plague  spots,  and  possesses  the 
courage  to  apply  the  knife. 

Facing  the  Crisis, 

"So  every  political  party  comes  to  a 
crisis  in  its  history  when  the  distant 
rumblings  of  disapproval  and  condemna- 
tion foretell  the  coming  storm,  and  for- 
tunate is  the  party  whose  leaders  possess 
the  honesty  to  recognize  the  true  condi- 
tions and  have  the  courage  to  swing  the 
ship  into  clear  channels  before  she  is 
driven  upon  the  breakers  of  public  indig- 
nation. 

"The  people  are  alive  to  the  crisis 
that  is  upon  them  and  hereafter  wilt 
base  their  opinion  and  belief  in  the 
sincerity  and  trustworthiness  of  politi- 
cal parties  upon  the  fidelity  with  which 
they  discharge  public  trusts;  upon  the 
loyalty  Ihey  show  to  the  general  interest 
and  welfare  of  the  state  and  their  honest 
efforts  in  behalf  of  the  general  good, 
rather  than  upon  the  number  of  dollars 
they  distribute  during  a  campaign  or 
upon  their  pliability  as  agencies,  through 
which  designing  individuals  or  corpora- 
tions may  be  able  to  put  through  their 
ambitious  schemes. 

"The  people  demand  that  the  political 
jobbery,  the  scheming  and  subterfuge 
that  has  so  weakened  and  demoralized 
political  intearity  in  this  state,  shall  be 
done  away  with.  They  demand  the  priv- 
ilege of  going  to  the  polls  and  voting  for 
men  who  not  onlv  represent  certain  po- 
litical principl°s,  but  who  possess  the  in- 
tegrity of  p\irr»ose.  the  honesty  of  con- 
viction and  the  strenrth  of  charact?r  to 
uphold  and  maintain  those  principles, 
irrespectiA'e  of  tbo  influence  of  any  indi- 
vidual or  corpontion  u])on  the  face  of 
the  earth.  They  demand  a  political 
policy  which  stands  for  the  enactment 
of  such  laws  as  will  guarantee  and 
give  to  every  individual  and  to  every 
corporation  full  and  ample  protection, 
r-ot  only  to  life  and  the  pursuit  of  hap- 
piness, but  in  w^hatever  irdustri^l  enter- 
prise they  may  engage.     Laws  that  will 


secure  equal  and  exact  justice  in  our 
courts  to  every  citizen,  irrespective  of  his 
or  her  station  in  life. 

'"They  demand  that  every  law  upon 
our  statute  books  that  is  a  menace  to 
capital,  that  endangers  the  rights  or 
property  of  the  citizens  of  this  or  any 
other  state,  be  repealed. 

"They  demand  that  every  law  that 
tends  to  elevate  and  better  the  condi- 
tion of  the  Avage  earner  or  limits  his 
hours  of  toil,  be  made  a  part  of  the 
organic  law  of  the  state. 

"They  demand  such  a  rigid  enforce- 
ment of  the  laws  which  govern  our 
state  and  our  political  parties,  that  no 
man  will  dare  betray  a  public  trust,  dis- 
honor a  political  pledge,  or  be  disloya' 
to  retain  prestige  in  either  party  or 
state. 

"They  demand  that  the  administra- 
tion of  the  affairs  of  the  state  shall  be 
placed  in  the  hands  of  men  whose  rec- 
ords and  whose  ability  will  be  an  ab- 
solute guarantee  that  not  only  these 
but  that  every  principle  for  which  we 
contend  at  the  polls  will  be  faithfully 
and  conscientiously  adhered  to. 

"If  Aictory  does  not  perch  unon  the 
banners  of  republicanism  in  this  state 
on  the  8th  day  of  next  November  it 
will  be  because  the  party  leaders  de- 
liberately throw  it  away.  The  events 
of  the  last  six  years  and  the  present 
conditions  demonstrate  beyond  the  shad- 
ow of  a  doubt  that  the  Eepulilican  party 
is  the  only  political  party  in  Montana  to 
which  the  people  can  turn  for  relief. 

While  in  the  last  six  years  the  Demo- 
cratic party  has  been  going  swiftly  and 
surely  to  its  Waterloo,  the  Republican 
party  has  be?n  passing  through  the  re- 
fining fires  of  adversity,  it  has  been  com- 
pelled to  look  upon  its  plague  spots,  and 
I  glory  in  the  fact  that  it  has  had  the 
courasre  to  aonly  the  knife.  And  today 
the  gi-nnd  old  party  that  was  conceived 
nmid  the  struggles  for  human  liberty, 
was  born  in  the  throes  of  secession  and 
rocked  in  the  cradle  of  civil  war,  the 
party  of  Lincoln,  of  Orant,  of  Garfield, 
of  IMcKinlev  and  the  peerless  Roosevelt, 
the  Republican  party  of  this  grand, 
mountain  state  acknowledfjes  allesriance 
to  none  save  to  the  whole  people;  ac- 
knowledires  no  master  except  the  will  of 
the  people:  cruarantees  an  absolutelv  im- 
mrtial  administration  of  the  affairs  of 
+1)"  state:  cfuarantees  that  the  functions 
of  the  state  government  shall  be  nsed 
."bsolutelv  in  the  interest  of  the  whole 
peonle.  with  favors  to  none,  but  justice 
to   all.     We  appeal  to  that  independent 


spirit,  to  that  inherent  love  of  justice 
and  right  that  prompted  our  forefathers 
to  declare  their  independence;  we  appeal 
to  the  people  of  this  proud  young  com- 
monwealth for  their  confidence  and  sup- 
port, pointing  to  such  men  as  William  L. 
Holloway,  whom  you  elected  two  years 
ago  and  who  is  serving  with  distinction 
and  reflecting  credit  and  honor  upon  the 
supreme  bench  of  our  state,  and  to 
Joseph  M.  Dixon,  who  is  doing  things 
down  in  Washington,  and  whose  re-nom- 
ination and  re-election  will  be  one  grand 
ratification  from  one  end  of  the  state  to 
the  other,  as  the  type  of  men  that  we 
will  place  upon  our  bond  as  a  pledge, 
between  the  party  and  the  people,  that 
their  mandates  and  their  will  will  be 
law."     (Enthusiastic  applause.) 


Mr.  Lindsay  then  requested  the  Sec- 
retary to  read  the  following  telegram 
which  had  just  been  received  from  Con- 
gressman Jos.  M.  Dixon,  whose  duties 
required  him  to  remain  in  Washington 
City: 

Washington,  D.  C,  April  12,  04. 
Hon.  Wm.  Lindsay, Chairman  Repn  State 

Committee,  Helena. 

Through  you  I  send  my  best  wishes 
and  greetings  to  the  Republicans  of  Mon- 
tana assembled  in  State  Convention.  I 
wish  I  could  be  present  with  you.  I  am 
especially  anxious  that  the  convention 
instructs  the  delegation  to  Chicago  for 
President  Roosevelt's  renomination  un- 
equivocally. Iron  bound  and  riveted. 
While  his  renomination  and  election  are 
already  certain,  we  want  Montana  to 
have  a  front  seat  in  the  band  wagon. 
JOS.  M.  DIXON. 

Great  applause  and  cheers  greeted  the 
reading  of  Mr.  Dixon's  salutation  to  the 
convention. 

The  Chairman  then  announced  the 
recommendation  by  the  State  Central 
Committee  of  Hon.  H.  S.  Cannon,  of 
Flathead  county,  as  temporary  Chair- 
man of  the  Convention,  Hon.  H.  R.  Cun- 
ningham, of  Silver  Bow  county,  as  tem- 
porary Secretary,  and  Mr.  J.  F.  Cune,  of 
Ravalli  county,  as  assistant  temporary 
Secretary. 

These  recommendations  were  ratified 
by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Conven- 
tion. 

Upon  being  introduced  as  the  tempor- 
ary   chairman    of    the    Convention,    Mr. 
Cannon  spoke  as  follows: 
Gentlemen  of  the  Convention: 

I  extend  to  you  my  heartfelt  thanks 


for  the  honor  conferred  upon  me  through 
your  State  Committee.  The  privilege 
of  presiding  over  the  preliminary  de- 
liberations of  this  convention  I  accept 
as  a  tribute  to  Flathead  county.  The 
people  residing  in  that  favored  region 
^\ill  not  fail  to  accept  the  compliment 
conveyed  to  them  in  the  selection  of 
your  temporary  chairman  and  I  ac- 
cept it  as  a  compliment  to  the  county 
rather  than  as  a  personal  compliment. 

Flathead  county,  though  remote  by 
present  means  of  travel  from  the  great 
centers  of  population  of  the  state,  is 
rapidly  developing  in  population  and 
wealth.  And  in  no  part  of  Montana  is 
the  feeling  of  state  pride  more  pro- 
nounced. Flathead  county  is  Repub- 
lican in  politics.  We  have  pure  air, 
pure  water  and  pure  politics  in  that  sec- 
tion.     (Applause). 

.  It  was  my  proud  priA'ilege  to  come 
liere  the  year  the  State  of  Montana  was 
born.  In  common  with  many  others 
I  witnessed  and  enjoyed  the  prosperity 
which  came  in  Avitli  the  administration 
of  Benjamin  Harrison  and  went  out 
with  the  administration  of  Grover  Cleve- 
land. (Applause).  The  dark  days  of 
that  Democratic  administration  cannot 
be  foigotten  and  a  grateful  people  re- 
call with  pleasure  the  wave  of  pros- 
perity which  came  to  Montana  and  to 
the  whole  country  Avith  the  inaugura- 
tion of  William  McKinley  in  1897.  (Ap- 
plause.) Since  the  4th  daj'  of  March 
of  that  year  the  people  of  this  country 
have  progressed  as  ncA^er  before  in  all 
that  goes  to  make  a  nation  prosperous 
and  happy.  The  opponents  of  the  ad- 
ministration of  William  McKinley  and 
Theodore  Roosevelt  have  neither  cause 
for  complaint  nor  hope  of  success. 

We  are  now  about  to  take  the  first 
step  as  a  party  in  tlie  state  looking  to 
the  election  of  a  President  to  serve  the 
republic  from  the  4th  day  of  March, 
1905,  to  the  4th  day  of  March,  1909. 
WHiile  our  opponents  are  consulting 
their  fears,  we  approach  our  task  Avith 
confidence  in  our  cause  and  in  our  can- 
didates: from  the  Avest  line  of  Flathead 
coTmty  to  the  east  line  of  Dawson  county 
all  Republicans  and  many  members  of 
all  other  parties  are  in  favor  of  the 
nomination  of  Theodore  Roosevelt  to 
succeed  himself.      (Applause). 

This  convention  is  assembled  to  select 
delegates  to  the  national  convention  who 
will  give  expression  by  their  votes  to  the 
wish  and  earnest  desires  of  twenty 
thousand  majority  of  the  electors  of 
this  state,  and  as  your  temporary  chair- 
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man,  I  await   the  pleasure  of  the  con- 
vention.     (Applause).

Hon.  Lee  Mantle,  the  permanent  Chairman,  was  then  escorted  to 
the  platform  and  addressed  the  Convention  as  follows  : 


Gentlemen  of  the  Republican  State  Con- 
vention, Ladies  and  Fellow-Citizens : 
First,  permit  me  to  t-iank  you  most 
sincerely  for  the  very  great  honor  you 
have  done  me  in  elevating  me  to  this 
distinguished  position.  I  beg  to  assure 
jou  that  whatever  poor  ability  I  may 
possess  shall  be  brought  to  the  dis- 
charge of  this  high  duty,  to  the  end 
that  your  deliberations  may  be  fairly 
conducted  and  further,  in  so  far  as  1 
am  able,  to  assist  in  bringing  about  that 
harmony  and  unity  whic.  is  absolutely 
essential  to  Republican  success.  (Ap- 
plause). Secondly,  permit  me  to  ex- 
press the  very  great  pleasure  I  feel  at 
being  once  more  accorded  the  privilege 
of  meeting  with  my  fellow-Republicans 
of  this  state  and  of  being  permitted  to 
address  this  splendid  assemblage  of  Mon- 
tana citizenship,  representing  largely  the 
respectability,  the  intelligence  and  in- 
tegrity of  this  state.  (Applause).  It 
seems  to  me  that  as  this  is  the  first 
state  convention  of  Republicans  held 
since  the  campaign  of  1902,  it  is  emi- 
nently fitting  and  proper  that  we  should 
exchange  mutual  fehvitations  and  con- 
gratulations over  the  splendid  victory 
which  crowned  our  efforts  two  years 
ago  (applause)  and  not  only  this,  but 
also  upon  the  bright  prospects  which 
confront  us  at  the  beginning  of  this 
year's  politicnl  contest,  not  alone  in  the 
State  of  Montana,  but  in  the  nation 
at  large.  The  victory  of  two  years  ago 
was  an  overwhelming  protest  against 
the  intolerable  political  conditions  which 
had  for  some  years  existed  and  which 
had  become  so  detestable,  so  repugnant 
to  every  sentiment  of  fairness  and  jns- 
ticp,  th'it  the  people  of  this  state  re- 
belled and,  gentlemen,  one  of  the  ex- 
ceedingly good  results  of  that  cam- 
paign was  the  election  of  an  overwhelm- 
ing majority  of  Republicans  in  the  lower 
house  of  the  Montana  legislature  and  an- 
other good  result  was  a  largo  reduction 
in  the  Democratic-Populist  majority  in 
the  state  senate.  f  Applause).  The 
straisrhtforward.  dignified  and  honorable 
course  of  this  Republican  majority,  its 
close  and  careful  attention  to  the  pub- 
lic business.  it<5  entire  freedom  from  the 
gross  scandals  which  had  disgraced  its 
predecessors  and  its  firm  determimtion 
not  to  permit  corporation  quarrels  to 
influence  its  action  nor  coi-poration  agents 
to  dominate  and  control  it,  as  well  as 


its  plain  and  manifest  purpose  to  legis- 
late in  the  interest  of  the  people  and  for 
the  public  good,  were  in  most  commend- 
able and  gratifying  contrast  with  the 
unfortvmate  legislative  experiences  of 
oxir  state  for  some  years  previous  (ap- 
plause) and,  gentlemen,  it  seems  to  me 
that  the  law-abiding  citizens  of  the 
State  of  Montana,  who  are  free  from  the 
influence  of  corporation  and  private  and 
special  interests,  owe  a  debt  of  grati- 
tude to  this  Republican  majority  in  the 
lower  house  of  the  legislature  for  its  re- 
spect for  orderly  parliamentary  proced- 
ure, for  its  decent  regard  for  public  opin- 
ion and  for  its  determination  at  the  be- 
ginning of  its  deliberations  to  cast  out 
from  its  councils  the  swarm  of  profes- 
,*5ional  and  paid  lobbyists  who  have 
crowded  in  the  legislative  halls.  An- 
other good  result  was  the  election  of  an 
associate  JTistice  of  the  supreme  court 
of  our  state,  reference  to  which  has  al- 
ready been  made  in  the  eloquent  speech 
made  by  the  chairman  of  the  state  com- 
mittee, by  a  majority  of  over  ten  thou- 
sand votes,  a  splendid  testimonial  to 
the  character  of  our  candidate  and  the 
confidence  reposed  in  him.  and,  under  all 
the  circumstances  connected  with  the 
election  to  this  particular  office,  a 
grand  tribute  to  the  intelligence 
and  independence  and  discriminating 
sense  of  justice  of  the  majority  of  the 
voters  of  the  Stite  of  Montana.  (Ap- 
plause). But  this  was  not  all,  for  it 
is  a  pleasure  to  recall  at  this  moment 
that  we  also  elected  our  Representative 
in  Congi'ess  by  a  handsome  majority;  a 
young  man.  who  while  well  and  fav- 
orably known  in  his  own  immediate  sec- 
tion was  almost  a  stranger  in  many 
parts  of  this  state.  He  has  been  in 
Washington  but  a  few  months  but  al- 
ready the  good  JTidgment  of  the  party 
in  nominating  him  and  the  good  sense 
of  the  people  in  electing  him  has  been 
fullv  and  amply  vindicated.  (Applause.) 
And  it  is  a  pleasure  to  know  that  it 
is  no  longer  necessary  to  inspect  the 
pages  of  the  congressional  divectory  to 
find  the  name  of  the  man  who  is  repre- 
senting Montam  in  the  national  house 
of  representatives.  (Toud  applause). 
He  has  experienced  no  difficulty  what- 
ever in  cat^^hing  tho  speaker's  eve  (ap- 
plause) :  he  has  had  no  troul^le  whatever 
in  making  his  voice  heard  in  able  and 
eflPective    advocacy    of   the   interests    of 
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our  people;  he  is  in  hearty  accord  with 
Republican  policies  and  purposes;  he 
is  in  sympathy  wita  the  national  ad- 
ministration and  he  enjoys  tlie  respect 
and  confidence  of  the  President  of  the 
United  States  (applause)  and  because 
of  these  things,  he  has  already  been  able 
to  secure  the  passage  of  vital  and  needed 
legislation  in  the  interests  of  all  our 
people.  His  standing  and  influence  are 
such  today  that  every  Republican  and 
indeed  every  unbiased  citizen  of  the 
State  of  IMontana.  may  well  feel  proud  of 
the  standing  and  influence  and  the  splen- 
did record  and  achievements  of  the  Hon- 
o'alile  Joseph  M.  Dixon.  (Loud  ap- 
plause). 

Gentlemen,  I  do  not  desire  to  offend 
the  tender  sensibilities  of  any  member 
of  that  political  aggi-egation  which  so 
long  has  been  in  charge  of  the  affairs 
of  this  state.  A  sense  of  duty,  however, 
impels  me  to  make  reference  to  this 
s\ibject  and  T  believe  I  shall  not  be  do- 
ing violem^e  to  the  truth  when  I  say  that 
the  events  of  the  past  six  or  eight 
years,  during  wliicli  the  Democratic-Pop- 
nlistic-Laboristic-Socialistic  -  Commun- 
istic and  Anarchistic  fusion  which  we 
have  had  in  our  state  and  in  many  of 
our  county  governments  has  controlled, 
have  demonstrated  their  entire  unfitness* 
for  these  m'ave  responsibilities.  The 
record  of  this  unholy  alliance  of  dis- 
contented and  incongruous  political  ele- 
ments, brought  together  by  sale  and  bar- 
ter and  throurrh  the  medium  of  the  bar- 
rel, and  held  together  by  greed  for 
the  snoils  of  oflfice,  as  your  state  chair- 
man has  told  you.  has  in  many  respects 
and  at  mmy  times  been  one  which 
b'-ings  the  bhish  of  shame  to  the  cheek 
of  everv  s'^lf-resi^e^ting  citizen  of  Mon- 
tana who  stops  to  reflect  upon  it.  for 
tt  is  a  fnct,  gentlemen,  that  imder  and 
dini'icr  tl  e^r  administration  our  state 
has  passed  th'-ou<?h  a  reriod  of  political 
corruption,  of  official  bribery  and  of 
public  debauchery  so  open,  so  notorious 
and  so  flagrant  that  it  has  excited  the 
disgnst  Rid  invited  the  unspeakable  con- 
tempt of  every  honorable  man  and  wo- 
man throughout  the  length  and  breadth 
of  this  land.  (Applause).  I  do  not 
wish  it  to  be  understood  that  I  include 
all  those  that  have  been  the  beneficiaries 
of  this  political  fusion  movement  in 
this  criticism.  T  know  'well  that  very 
many  of  them  are  gentlemen  personally 
and  oflfif'ially  above  reproach,  neither  do 
T  intend  to  embrace  all  the  rank  and 
file  of  those  Parties  in  thf>se  criticisms; 
they  have   simply  been  duped  and  mis- 


led and  deceived  by  their  self-consti- 
tuted leaders,  and  here  I  wish  to  add 
that  I  confess  to  some  loss  of  confidence 
in  human  nature  when  after  frequently 
listening  to  the  long  and  fiery  harangues 
of  the  s9lf-constituted  leaders  of  these 
political  side-partners  of  the  Democratic 
party,  in  their  denunciations  of  million- 
aires and  corporations  and  of  the  ty- 
ranny of  wealth,  to  find  these  same  gen- 
tlemen, at  every  retiun  of  our  elections, 
safely  and  snugly  tucked  away  under 
the  protecting  wing  of  some  million- 
aire or  some  great  tyrannical  corporation. 
(LaTighter  and  applause).  But  I  allcgv', 
and  it  cannot  be  sucessfully  denied,  that 
the  shame,  the  humiliation  and  the  con- 
tumely which  have  been  heaped  upon 
this  commonwealth  and  upon  the  de- 
fenseless and  devoted  head  of  its  citizen- 
ship have  been  due  directly  to  these  dis- 
graceful and  dishonest  political  combina- 
tions, brougat  about  by  the  factions  and 
opposin<i'  leaders  of  the  Democratic  party 
for   purelv   personal    and   selfish   gain. 

In  the  light  of  history  I  think  I  may 
truthfully  say  that  the  democratic  party 
in  this  state,  its  factions  and  leaders 
and  its  numerous  and , motley  arrav  of 
political  partners,  have  been  weighed 
in  the  balance  of  public  opinion  and 
have  been  found  wanting;  wanting  in 
resne^t  for  the  good  name  and  the  honor 
and  the  dignity  of  the  state,  wanting 
in  patriotic  purposes,  wanting  in  el"- 
vated  ideals  and  wanting  in  a  high  sense 
of  public  duty.  Lacking  in  the  posses- 
sion of  these  ne^essarv  nualities  and  the 
inspiration  of  these  hisrh  resolves,  they 
have  na+urally  and  logically  moved  upon 
a  low  plane  of  proveling  selfishness  and 
have  set  an  exampl"  of  political  venaUtv 
whose  debasinsr  effe?t  upon  the  public 
morals  and  u^on  the  mim.s  of  the  ris- 
insr  vouth  of  this  state  cannot  possibly 
be  measured.  Votlr'ng.  g^'utlemen.  could 
more  forf^ibly  illustrate  the  gross  evils 
Avhich  must  always  r'^sult  from  a  com- 
bination of  noliti'^al  el?ments  having  no 
good  principles  in  common  and  moved 
by  ^o  higher  motive  than  the  oppor- 
tunity to  sell  their  votes  and  influence 
and  to  trade  on  the  rights  and  preroga- 
tives of  the  people,  than  is  aff'orded  in 
our  own  unfortunate  experience. 

And  what  is  the  remedy  for  this  state 
of  affairs?  Tt  lies  of  course  in  the  hands 
of  the  people.  In  my  humble  opinion 
it  consists  in  transferring  t\„-  power  of 
government  to  the  control  of  a  con- 
sistent, coherent  and  responsible  politi- 
cal partv.  pr^ssessing  woll  defined  prin- 
ciples  and   purposes    and   policies   which 
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are  known  of  all  men,  a  political  party 
possessing  conAictions  and  character  and 
courage;  a  party  which  has  earned  the 
right  to  be  proud  of  its  past  record;  a 
party  which  prefers  defeat  witli  honor 
rather  than  victory  with  sacrifice  of 
principles  and  the  loss  of  self-respect. 
(Applause).  As  conditions  exist  in  the 
State  of  JNIontana  and  as  they  have  ex- 
isted for  some  years  past,  .o  name  these 
qualifications  is  to  name  tlie  only  party 
in  Montana  possessing  tliem,  and  that 
party,  srentlenien,  is  the  one  which  you 
and  I  have  the  distinguished  honor  of 
representing  in  part  here  today.  (Ap- 
plause). In  tills  coming  campaign  the 
good  work  inaugurated  two  years  ago 
must  be  continued  if  these  conditions 
are  to  be  changed;  so  I  say  that  every 
citizen  of  Montana,  every  man  and 
every  woman  whose  home  is  in  this 
state,  whose  hopes  and  aspirations  and 
ambitions  are  bound  up  in  its  future; 
all  those  who  have  helped  to  lay  its 
foundations  and  to  advance  its  material 
and  moral  and  intellectual  progress;  all 
those  who  have  helped  to  build  its 
churches,  its  school  houses,  its  libraries 
and  all  its  beneficent  institutions  and 
are  still  helping  to  build  and  maintain 
them ;  all  tliose  who  would  preserve  and 
maintain  the  honor  and  integricy  of  this 
state;  all  these  must  get  together  on  a 
common  platform  in  this  year's  cam- 
paign and  must  join  in  the  effort  to  lift 
our  commonwealth  to  a  higiier  and  nobler 
and  more  patriotic  plane  of  sentiment 
and    action.      (Applause). 

The  special  occasion  of  our  gathering 
today,  as  has  already  been  so  well  stated 
to  you.  is  the  selection  of  deleo'ates  and 
alternates  to  the  national  Republican 
convention  which  meets  in  the  City  of 
Chicago  on  the  21st  day  of  next  June. 
Sentiment  is  such  in  tlie  country  today 
that  this  action  amounts  simply  to  a 
ratification  of  a  desire  so  deeply  laid 
and  so  well  formed  that  oiu-  duty  is  ren- 
dered simple  and  in  a  measure  per- 
functory, and  here  let  me  add  that 
every  Eepublican.  and  indeed  every  un- 
biased and  unprejudiced  citizen  of  this 
great  republic  may  \\('ll  feel  proud  of 
the  high  character,  of  the  conscientious 
devotion  to  duty  and  of  the  grand 
achievements  of  tliat  typical  representa- 
tive of  vigorous  American  manhood,  that 
splendid  specimen  of  independent  Ameri- 
can citizenshi]),  the  Hononiblc  Theodore 
Roosevelt  (loud  applause.)  It  is  not 
too  much  to  say  that  under  his  broad 
and  comprehensive  statesmanship,  the 
flag  of  our  beloved  country  today  floats 
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with    greater    honor    and    dignity    and 
power  than  has  ever  yet  floated  in   all 
our  magnificent  history.     The  wise  poli- 
cies  inaugurated   by   his   administration 
stand  out  in  bold  and  clear  relief,  marked 
by  a  directness,   an  honesty,  a  courage, 
an   independence  and  a  sturdy  spirit  of 
Americanism    which   meet   not   onlj'   the 
approval  and  the  adminration  of  his  own 
party  but  which  from  their  very  strength 
and  justice   compel  even  the  support  of 
many  of  his   political   antagonists.     His 
every   oflJicial    act   has   been   based   upon 
a   profoimd   knowledge  of  the  laws  and 
the    traditions    and    the    history    of   his 
country.     They    have    been    inspired    by 
sentiments      of      loyalty      and      justice 
and    prompted    by    considerations    only 
of    the    highest    good    to    all    the    peo- 
ple   of    every    section    of    our    common 
country.  This  was  true,  gentlemen,  when 
in  a  grave  public  crisis  he  stepped  asiae 
from  the  routine  duties  of  his  great  of- 
fice and  established  a  new  precedent  by 
placing   himself   in   the  breach    between 
the  .sreed  of  organized  capital  upon  the 
one  hand  and  the  stubborness  of  organ- 
ized labor  upon  the  other  and  in  the  in- 
terest of  laAv  and  order  and  of  common 
humanity  brought  about  a  peaceful  set- 
tlement,    upon     lines     of     fairness  and 
justice,      of      the    great   anthracite    coal 
strike.   Avhich    was  bringing  untold   suf- 
fering  and   misery  to  vast   numbers   of 
innocent    people.      (Applause).      It    was 
true    again    when    brought    all    his   vast 
a  rock  demanding  and  insisting  that  all 
the    solemn    pledges    made    by   this    na- 
tion to  Cuba   and   to  the   world  at  the 
beginning  of  the  Spanish  war  should  be 
as  sacredly  redeemed  in  letter  and  spirit 
and  this  too  against  all  opposition  both 
within   and  without  his   party.      It   was 
true   again   when    brouorht    all    his    vast 
personal    and    official    influence   to    bear 
in    urging    upon    congress    the    passa<re 
of  the  national  irrigation  law.  the  most 
beneficent  measure   ever  enacted  by  th" 
congress   of  the  United  States  in   favor 
of   the    west   and   of   western    interests. 
(Loud    j\pplause).     It    was    true    again, 
when,   without   stopping  to  reflect   upon 
the  consequences  to  himself  or  his  party, 
he  demanded  a   thorough   and   impartial 
investigation  of  one  of  the  great  depart- 
ments  of   this   government    and    insisted 
that  every  guilty  man  should  be  brought 
to  punishment. 

But  Ave  are  told  by  some  of  the  great 
financial  magnates  of  the  country  and 
by  some  of  the  representatives  of  the 
ereat  trust  interests  of  the  country  and 
by    some    of    the   disappointed    machine 


politicians  and  political  bosses  and  by 
a  few  disappointed  ollice  seekers  that 
President  Koosevelt  is  not  safe.  Well, 
gentlemen,  I  regard  it  as  most  fortunate 
for  the  masses  of  the  common  people 
of  this  country  that  that  statement  is 
absolutely  true, — he  is  not  safe  for  some 
people  and  some  interests;  he  is  not 
safe  for  those  who  are  seeking  to  unite 
capital  in  unlawful  combination  for'  the 
pmpose  of  stilling  competition  and 
plundering  the  public.  (Applause).  He 
is  not  safe  for  tho>ie  who  in  return  for 
campaign  contributions  demand  special 
privileges  which  will  enable  them  to 
])lunge  their  hands  into  the  pockets  of 
the  people;  and  I  want  to  add  also  that 
in  my  humble  opinion  he  is  not  only  not 
safe  but  he  is  the  most  dangerous  man 
in  the  country  today  for  the  greit  un- 
washed, unterrified   Democratic   party. 

Only  a  few  weeks  ago  he  again  dem- 
onstrated his  wonderful  personality,  his 
profound  statesmanship,  his  courage,  his 
patriotism,  his  loyalty  to  liberty,  by 
promptly  recognizing  the  indep<Midence  of 
the  long-suffering  people  of  Panama, 
thus  making  possible  an  early  realiza- 
tion of  the  long-cherished  d'eam  of 
American  statesmanship,  and  giving  as- 
siu'ance  to  oxu-  people  and  to  the  world 
of  the  successful  completion  of  the 
gi'andest  scheme,  the  most  stupendous? 
undertaking  ever  yet  conceived  by  the 
brain  of  man,  the  uniting  of  the  two 
great  oceans  by  a  ship  canal;  and  this 
too  to  be  done  under  the  direction  of 
American  genius  and  American  enter- 
prise, under  the  absolute  ownership  and 
control  of  the  United  States  and  beneath 
the  protecting  folds  of  the  American  flag. 
(Applause).  I  am  not  much  of  a  prophet 
but  I  undertake  to  say  that  when  the 
history  of  our  time  shall  be  written, 
inseparably  associated  with  the  con- 
summation of  this  crowning  triumph  of 
man's  genius  over  the  forces  of  nature, 
there  will  be  found  in  indelible  char- 
acters the  name  of  Theodore  Eoosevelt. 
(Applause). 

No  one  need  be  apprehensive;  Theo- 
dore Roosevelt  is  safe  for  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  laws  of  this  country  with- 
out fear  or  favor,  whether  it  be  against 
unla\A'ful  railroad  mergers,  against  the 
avaricious  and  greedy  beef  trust  or 
against  the  individual  embezzler  in  the 
government  employ.  He  is  absolutely 
safe  for  the  protection  of  the  just  rights 
of  the  humblest  citizen  of  this  republic; 
he  is  safe  for  the  maintenance  and  pre- 
servation of  the  honor  and  tlie  glory  of 
this  nation   and  for   the  happiness   and 


welfare  and  liberties  of  the  people  over 
whom  he  has  been  called  upon  to  pre- 
liide. 

I  know  what  your  action  is  to  be;  it 
will  be  the  same  as  that  of  the  millions 
of  Republicans  scattered  all  over  this 
:;'reat  country.  Deep  down  in  the  heart 
of  every  Republican,  from  north  to  south 
and  from  east  to  west,  is.  the  conviction, 
the  hope,  the  desire,  the  wish,  that 
Theodore  Roosevelt  will  be  nominated  by 
acclamation  at  Chicago  and  elected  to 
succeed  himself  to  the  great  office  which 
he  now  so  gloriously  fills.  (Loud  ap- 
plause). 

As  I  have  said,  the  prospects  for  suc- 
cess are  bright, — they  could  not  be  bet- 
ter. So  I  say  to  you  in  conclusion  that 
iit  this  coming  fall's  campaign,  with  a 
state  ticket  made  up  of  loyal,  honor- 
aide,  upright  men,  whose  first  duty  and 
.Tllegiance  shall  be  to  the  state  and  to 
its  people,  with  a  platform  declaring 
honestly  and  earnestly  for  the  safe- 
GTuarding  of  every  vested  right,  for  the 
jealous  ]>rotection  of  every  legitimate 
interest,  private  or  corporate,  and  de- 
claring unequivocally  against  the  at- 
tempt of  any  corporation  or  of  any  in- 
dividual, if  any  such  attempt  shall  bs 
made,  to  dominate  or  control  our  con- 
ventions, our  party  or  our  nominations, 
with  Protection,  Prosperity  and  Patriot- 
ism for  our  slogan,  there  "wul  be  found 
in  the  bright  lexicon  of  the  Republican 
party,  no  such  word  as  fail.

After  the  adoption  of  the  report  of 
the  committee  on  credentials,  the  com- 
mittee on  resolutions  requested  further 
time  in  which  to  present  its  report  to 
the  convention.  The  request  was  grant- 
ed. 

A  motion  was  then  made  that  a  re- 
cess be  taken  until  7:30  o'clock  p.  m., 
but  the  motion  was  lost,  and  tlie  con- 
vention proceeded  to  the  election  of 
delegates  and  alternate  delegates  to 
the   national   convention. 

The  roll  of  counties  was  called,  and 
each  county  was  permitted  to  make  nom- 
inations. 

When  Beaverhead  county  was  called 
Hon.  B.  F.  White  stated  that  his  county 
had  no  candidate,  and  gave  way  to  Hon. 
George  W.  Irvin,  of  Silver  Bow  county. 
Mr.  Irvin  is  one  of  the  finest  speakers 
in  the  state,  and  in  an  eloquent  and  pa- 
triotic address  he  placed  in .  nomination 
ConoTCSsman  .Jos.  M.  Dixon.  The  nom- 
ination was  received  with  enthusiastic 
applause,  and  upon  motion  the  rules 
were  suspended,  and  Mr.  Dixon  was 
elected  by  acclamation  amid  great  cheer- 
ing. 


Beaverhead  county  again  yielded  to 
Silver  Bow,  and  Hon.  Geo.  M.  Bourquin 
placed  in  nomination  the  name  of  Hon. 
Lee  Slantle.  The  rules  were  again  sus- 
pended, and  ex-Senator  Mantle  was 
elected  by  acclamation.  The  election 
was  greeted  by  prolonged  applause  from 
the   delegates  and  spectators. 

When  Cascade  county  was  called,  Hon. 
Flethcher  INIaddox,  in  a  forcible  address, 
presented  the  name  of  Hon.  Jas.  W. 
Freeman,  of  that  county,  as  the  can- 
didate of  northern  Montana.  The  rules 
were  again  suspended,  and  'Mi:  Free- 
man was  elected  by  the  unanimous  vote 
of  the  convention. 

Choteau  county  presented  the  name 
of  Hon.  Thos.  H.  Carter,  of  Lewis  and 
Clarke  county.  The  nomination  was 
made  by  Hon.  Clias.  M.  Pray,  and  was 
one  of  the  best  speeches  during  the  con- 
vention. It  was  received  with  great 
applause.  The  nomination  was  second- 
ed by  Hon.  W.  F.  Meyer,  of  Carbon 
county,  Hon.  Thos.  C.  Marshall,  of  Mis- 
soula county,  and  several  others.  The 
rules  were  then  suspended  and  ex- Sen- 
ator Carter  was  elected  by  acclamation. 

The  applause  and  enthusiasm  which 
greeted  this  result  were  the  most  sen- 
sational of  the  convention.  There  were 
loud  calls  of  "Carter,"  "Carter,"  "speech," 
"speech,"  and  Mr.  Carter  was  brought 
forward,  and  almost  carried  by  cheer- 
ing delegates  to  the  platform. 

He  addressed  the  convention  as  fol- 
lows : 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Con- 
vention : 

In  times  when  men  are  peaceful  and 
supine,  in  the  absence  of  that  friction 
that  leads  to  heat  and  growth,  parties 
decay  and  nations  sink  in  the  scale  of 
nations.  The  little  controversies  that 
have  been  witnessed  in  the  course  of  the 
Republican  primaries  and  at  the  con- 
ventions in  the  respective  counties  of 
the  stnte  are  but  additional  evidences 
of  the  lusty  growtli  and  vigorous  strength 
of  tlie  Repuljlican  party  of  Montana. 
(Loud  applause).  The  Republicans  of 
this  state  liave  put  on  their  war  paint 
and  are  determined  that  at  November's 
election  there  shall  not  be  a  single  Re- 
publican left  outside  the  breastworks 
on  tlie  state  ticket  nor  on  any  of  the 
county  tir-kets,  either,  if  righteousness 
and  effort  can  prevail.  (Applause). 
Throughout  the  years  that  have  come 
and  gone  since  Montana  became  a  state, 
the  Republicans  of  the  state,  whether 
in  success  or  in  defeat,  have  proven 
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loyal  to  theii*  state,  loyal  to  the  na- 
tion and  true  to  themselves.  ^\t  tliis 
late  horn-  it  does  not  beht  me  to  detain 
you  by  i ecapituiating  wiiat  ti^e  ivepub- 
lican  party  stands  lor,  but  i  ma^'  briCiiy 
say  tnat  the  position  ot  oui-  great  na- 
tion among  the  nations  of  tlie  eartn  lias 
bet-n  bO  signally  shown  by  a  recent  e\eut 
that  the  citation  of  the  event  is  a  les- 
son and  a  speech  in  itself.  We  all  re- 
call how,  but  a  few  weeks  ago,  when 
war  clouds  settled  over  the  Orient  and 
all  the  governments  of  Jiuiope  stood 
trembling  lest  they  should  be  dm  en  into 
a  general  eonllagration  of  war,  when 
the  mighty  eiupire  of  Kussia  was  press- 
ing down  upon  the  forces  of  Japan,  a 
single  word  from  the  American  secre- 
tary of  state  brought  peace  to  the  trou- 
bled nations,  Manchuria  was  made  the 
seat  of  the  war  and  the  integrity  of  the 
Chinese  empire  conceded  the  wide-world 
over.  (Applause).  It  must  be  gratiiy- 
ing  to  every  man  who  believes  in  the 
things  for  which  this  flag  stands  to  con- 
template the  mighty  advance  in  the 
scale  of  national  power  which  that  in- 
cident so  clearly  illustrates.  It  is  but 
a  few  brief  years  ago  since  the  con- 
suls of  the  United  States  in  the  Orient 
were  ignored.  It  is  but  a  brief  spell 
since  the  American  citizen  in  times  of 
trial  or  tribulation  in  the  Oriental  coun- 
try was  compelled  to  pass  by  his  own 
consuLate  and  go  to  the  British  or  the 
German  consul  for  redress  for  wrongs. 
We  have  lived  under  the  administration 
of  Harrison  and  of  McKinley  and  of 
Roosevelt  to  see  the  proud  day  when  the 
ipse  dixit  of  the  American  secretary  of 
state  is  accepted  as  the  international 
rule   of   action   all    over   the  world. 

We  are  engaged  here  today  in  one  of 
the  preliminary  steps  looking  to  the  per- 
petuation of  the  policy  that  has  led  to 
this  triumphant  conclusion.  Our  own 
little  difficulties,  personal  and  local  and 
trivial  in  all,  will  be  swept  away  and 
pass  down  the  stream  as  the  leaves  of 
autumn  pass  out  with  the  floating  tide. 
(Applause).  The  people  of  Montana, 
coming  from  all  the  states  of  the  Ameri- 
can union,  having  received  contributions 
from  all  the  countries  of  Europe,  are 
truly  distinctly  and  emphatically  an 
American  people  and  therefore  we  have 
a  free  Republican   state.      (Applause). 

Another  convention  will  assemble  ere 
long  and  that  convention,  composed  of 
delegates  from  each  and  every  county 
of  Montana,  will  select  a  state  ticket 
which  in  due  time  will  be  commissioned 


by  a  pronounced  majority  of  the  elect- 
ors of  this  state  to  give  unto  Montana 
the  beneficent  rule  of  the  Republican 
party,  in  harmony  with  the  party  of  the 
nation.  (Loud  applause).  l-,et  there  be 
no  fear  of  good  attendance.  But  yes- 
terday evening  one  good  stalwart  man 
said  to  me:  "I  came  on  snowshoes  for 
nineteen  miles  and  I  walked  twenty-one 
miles  to  get  here  as  a  delegate  to  this 
convention."  (Applause).  The  spirit 
that  led  that  man  to  take  that  toilsome 
journey  is  the  spirit  tliat  fired  the  guns 
at  Lexington  and  triumphed  at  York- 
town.  It  is  the  spirit  that  defended  the 
old  Hag  when  fired  upon  at  Sumpter  and 
shouted  when  victory  crowned  the  ef- 
fort  at   Appomattox.      (Applause). 

Our  party  is  upon  a  clear  highway  of 
well-understood  purposes  and  principles. 
Our  national  candidate  is  now  known 
as  the  Republican  candidate  for  the 
presidency  of  the  United  States  and  tue 
Chicago  convention  will  be  but  a  rati- 
fication meeting.  (Applause).  We  have 
the  enemy  whipped  in  Montana  now, 
confused  and  impotent  as  they  are 
(laughter  and  applause)  but  pray  tell 
me  what  kind  of  opposition  they  will 
constitute  after  they  have  received  news 
of  the  nomination  of  Mr.  Cleveland  or 
a  Cleveland  Democrat  and  the  adoption 
of  a  gold  plank  in  their  platform.  (Ap- 
plause). It  is  better  for  the  Democratic 
party  that  we  slrould  triumph  and  I 
believe  that  this  conviction  is  settled 
so  deeply  in  the  minds  of  old-line  Demo- 
crats that  the  most  sanguine  Republi- 
can cannot  now  anticipate  the  over- 
whelming ^ictory  awaiting  us  in  No- 
vember  next.      (Applause). 

Personally,  gentlemen,  words  are  in- 
adequate to  express  the  sentiment  of 
gratitude  and  appreciation  I  feel  toward 
you.  There  lingers  nothing  of  a  spirit 
of  hostility  or  resentment  in  my 
breast  toward  any  Republican  who,  fol- 
lowing his  convictions,  speaks  his  mind 
in  public  or  in  private.  (Loud  applause). 
Free  speech,  free  thought  and  free  ac- 
tion constitute  cardinal  principles  of  Re- 
publican faith.  (Applause).  Now,  ere 
we  proceed  further,  let  us  have  three 
good,  solid,  rousing  cheers  together  for 
Theodore  Roosevelt,  our  candidate  for 
President  of  the  United  States. 

(The  delegates,  joined  by  the  large  au- 
dience, arose  en  masse,  cheered  to  the 
echo  for  Roosevelt,  and  then  gave  three 
cheers  for  "Tom"  Carter). 

^Vhen  Custer  county  was  reached  in 
the  roll  call,  Hon.  T.  J.  Porter,  of  that 
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county,  stated  that  while  Custer  county 
had  no  candidate  of  its  own,  it  desired 
to  ])hice  in  nomination  State  Senator 
Conrad  Kohrs,  of  I'owell  county.  The 
nomination  was  seconded,  and  the  rules 
'  were  suspended  and  Mr.  Kohrs  was  elect- 
ed  by   acclamation. 

Major  John  E.  Edwards,  of  Rosebud 
comity,  was  then  placed  in  nomination, 
and  u)ion  the  motion  the  rules  were  sus- 
pended and  he  was  also  elected  by  ac- 
clamation. 

This  completed  the  list  of  delegates 
to  the  national  convention,  and  the  con- 
vention then  took  a  recess  until  8  o'clock 
p.   m. 

Upon  reassemblinsr  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Resolutions  was  read  by 
the  Chairman,  ex-Senator  W.  F.  Sand- 
ers, and  was  received  and  adopted  with 
great   applause. 

The  Resolutions  were  as  follows: 

The  Republicans  of  Montana  in  con- 
vention assembled,  welcome  the  open- 
ing of  a  political  campaign  of  immeas- 
urable consequence  to  all  the  people  of 
the  United  States  which  enables  them 
to  attract  public  attention  to  the  pol- 
icies and  administration  of  their  party, 
and  to  contrast  it  with  those  of  former 
Democratic  administrations.  We  are 
enabled  thereby  to  present  to  the  citi- 
zens of  the  Republic  a  political  party 
'mindful  of  all  the  great  interests  of  tue 
country  guarded  with  intelligent  wis- 
dom and  solicitous  care,  resulting  in  ex- 
panding industries,  increasing  prosper- 
ity and  a  larger  measure  of  patriotic 
impulse  than  ever  before  characterized 
a  free  people. 

To  that  party  we  are  attached  by 
every  consideration  of  individual  inter- 
est and  public  duty,  and  aspire  to  make 
our  state  worthy  of  its  generous  aims, 
and  the  abounding  blessings  which  have 
resulted  from  its  control  of  the  Repub- 
lic for  nearly  half  a  century.  The  two 
interruptions  to  that  control  would  be 
of  little  consequence  had  they  not  been 
fraught  with  such  sig-nal  disaster  to  all 
material  interests  of  the  country  which 
could  be  affected  by  the  vicious  policies 
of  the  Democratic  party,  constituting 
a  painful  reflection  and  an  object  lesson 
of  such  emphasis  and  plainness  as  not 
to  be  misread  by  any  class  of  our  citi- 
zens. 

We  are  invoked  by  every  considera- 
tion of  interest  and  patriotism  to  re- 
store in  the  State  of  Montana  the  po- 
litical dominence  of  Republicanism,  to 
the   end   that   the   increasing   prosperity 


of  the  country  may  be  made  secure;  and 
we  pledge  tlie  ser\iees  of  every  Repub- 
lican in  the  State  to  all  honoiable  efforts 
to  compass   so    benign   a  result. 

We  derive  signal  gratification  at  the 
high  purpose  expressed  by  the  Presi- 
dent to  purify  the  public  service,  and 
to  deny  employment  to  individuals  who 
enter  it  for  purposes  of  gieed,  and  con- 
gratulate the  country  upon  his  remorse- 
less pursuit  of  all  persons  known  to  be 
unworthy  or  corrupt  without  regard  to 
their    political    affiliation. 

We  endorse  the  administration  of 
Theodore  Roosevelt.  Called  to  his  high 
office  by  one  of  the  most  tragic  events 
in  history,  he  has  borne  himself  con- 
formably to  the  noblest  traditions  of 
American  citizenship,  and  with  a  vigil- 
ance, courage,  intelligence  and  prudence 
which  sufficiently  bespeaks  his  praise, 
every  interest  of  the  country  has  been 
safely  guarded  and  guided  with  a  def- 
erence to  the  people  worthy  of  all  ad- 
miration; and  we  instruct  the  dele- 
gates this  day  elected  to  the  Chicago 
Republican  Convention  to  cast  their 
votes  for  his  nomination  in  the  confi- 
dent belief  that  the  electors  of  Mon- 
tana, appreciating  his  wisdom,  his 
breadth  of  statesmanship,  and  his  vm- 
flinching  Americanism  will  give  him  a 
majority  of  votes  unparalleled  in  its 
history.  The  people  of  the  United  States 
owe  to  mm  aboimding  gratitude  for  the 
courage  and  wisdom  which  enabled  him 
to  deal  with  the  great  industrial  strike 
in  the  anthracite  coal  regions  which 
brought  peace  and  order  and  comfort 
and  plenty  to  so  many  people  suffering 
from    the    disastrous    effects    thereof. 

We  endorse  with  hearty  words  of 
praise  our  representative  in  Congress, 
the  Honorable  Joseph  M.  Dixon,  who, 
able  to  catch  the  Speaker's  eye,  has 
achieved  for  Montana  so  much  of  good 
and  whose  future  labors  promise  so 
many  material  benefits  to  our  citizens. 
We  assure  him  of  our  hearty  good  will 
in  the  work  in  which  he  is  engaged,  and 
commend  him  to  our  people  as  worthy 
of  all  the  esteem  and  assistance  which 
they   can   bestow. 

Mindful  of  the  abuses  of  the  desert 
land  law  in  former  times,  and  anxiously 
desiring  such  amendments  as  will  pre- 
vent their  continuance,  we  are  neverthe- 
less opposed  to  its  repeal,  which  would 
result  in  some  jiortion-;  of  our  State  in 
large  areas  of  the  public  domain  re- 
maining beyond  the  reach  of  our  citi- 
zens   as    homeseekers    therein,    and    we 
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commend  the  increasing  care  of  the  ad- 
ministration in  detecting  and  prevent- 
ing the  abuses  heretofore  existing  with 
reference   to  this   law. 

The  Republicans  of  ]\Iontana  will  en- 
sure full  and  equal  protection  through 
just  and  equitable  laws  and  honest  and 
intelligent  administration  to  every  in- 
terest individual  and  corporate;  while 
at  the  same  time  they  will  resent  and 
resist  any  attempt  on  the  part  of  any 
corporation  whatever  to  dominate  their 
party  conventions,  control  their  party 
nominations,  or  direct  their  policies. 

While  profoundly  interested  in  the 
conservation  of  forests  and  the  waters  of 
the  State,  we  have  been  made  mindful  of 
great  disadvantages  resulting  from  the 
forest  re^^erve  law,  and  its  administra- 
tion which  has  operated  in  instances  to 
seriously  retird  settlement  and  to  de- 
prive many  homeseekers  of  A'aluable 
lands  which  else  they  could  have  pro- 
cured; and  we  request  our  representa- 
tive in  Congress  to  protect  the  interests 
of  this  State  against  the  abuses  of  that 
law. 

The  action  of  puV)lic  servants  and 
the  policies  of  political  parties  should 
be  frequently  presented  to  the  people 
in  their  primary  capacity  for  approval, 
correction  or  condemnation  as  their 
views  dictate;  and  we  look  with  dis- 
approval upon  the  appointment  of  dele- 
gates to  conventions  by  committees, 
without  giving  the  people  an  opportunity 
to  be  heard  thereon..  Such  action  be- 
gets suspicion  and  dissatisfaction,  and 
tends  to  diminish  the  interests  of  the 
people  in  the  affairs  of  government  and 
breed  discontent;  and  this  convention 
directs  in  the  future  that  in  the  various 
counties  where  delegates  are  to  be 
elected  to  a  convention,  primary  meet- 
ings shall  be  held  in  places  reasonaldy 
convenient  to  the  electors  to  the  end 
that  they  may  determine  the  men  and 
measures  which  the  party  should  ap- 
prove. 

After  the  reading  of  the  Resolutions, 
the  following  Alternate  Delegates  to  the 
National  Convention  were  elected  by  ac- 
clamation :

The  convention  then  voted  to  waive 
the  election  of  a  Chairman  of  the  state's 
delegation  to  the  National  (.onvention, 
and  to  leave  the  choice  to  the  delegates 
themselves. 

The  next  order  of  business  was  the 
election  of  a  Member  of  the  National 
Committee. 

Hon.  B.  F.  White,  of  Beaverhead  coun- 
ty, Hon.  J.  D.  Waite,  of  Fergus  county, 
and  Hon.  Malcolm  Gillis,  of  Silver  Bow 
county,  were  placed  in  nomination. 

On  the  second  ballot  j\Ir.  Waite  re- 
ceived a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the 
convention.  Upon  motion  of  ^Ir.  White, 
seconded  by  ]Mr.  Gillis,  the  election  was 
made  unanimous. 

The  following  resolution,  ofl'ered  by 
ex- Senator  Sanders  was  then  adopted: 

"This  Convention  suggests  to  the  Re- 
publican Central  Committee  whether  fu- 
ture conventions  should  not  be  called  to 
meet  at  some  point  where  the  great  rail- 
roads of  the  state  cross  each  other,  and 
near  to  the  center  of  our  population, 
thereby  relieving  delegates  from  much 
of  the  weariness  and  expense  in  attend- 
ing the  same." 

After  a  vote  of  thanks  had  been  ex- 
tended to  the  officers  of  the  convention 
for  the  able  and  impartial  manner  in 
which  they  had  performed  their  duties, 
the  convention  adjourned,  with  enthusi- 
astic cheers  for  President  Roosevelt  and 
the  Republican  party. 

The  convention  was  one  of  the  most 
successful  ever  held  in  Montana.  The 
harmony  which  prevailed,  and  the  en- 
thusiasm which  was  present  at  all  times 
during  the  deliberations,  frequently 
breaking  forth  in  applause  and  cheers, 
indicated  such  strength  of  party  senti- 
ment and  loyalty  to  Republican  princi- 
ples as  to  give  assurance  of  victory  in 
the  coming  campaign. 

Never  before  in  its  history  has  the 
Republican  party  of  Montana  been  so 
strong  and  united  as  it  is  now.  It  has 
never  gone  before  the  voters  of  the 
state  with  a  candidate  for  the  Presidency 
so  deservedly  popular  with  all  the  peo- 
ple as  Theodore  Roosevelt,  and  the  rec- 
ord of  the  party  in  both  state  and  na- 
tion has  been  such  as  to  commend  it  to 
the  judgment  and  conscience  of  the  in- 
telligent electors  of  Montana. 

In  the  campaign  of  1004  there  will  be 
no  laggards  in  the  ranks,  and  it  is  safe 
to  jiredict  that  the  Rei)ublican  majority 
will  be  greater  than  ever  before  in  the 
historv  of  the  commonwealth.
